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NARRATIVE REPORT ON JOHNSON-O 1 HALLEY PROGRAM 

IN NEVADA 

FOR FISCAL YEAR 1970 - 1971 



In 1 934 Congress enacted the Johnson-0 1 Mai 1 ey Act, which enabled the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs to contract with states and local school districts 
for the education of Indian children. The Act appropriated funds for the 
administration of the program and for the payment of tuition to school 
districts which enrolled eligible children. The Act was especially time y, 
inasmuch as the United States was undergoing a severe depression, and the _ 
assurance of a subsidy payment served as an incentive to many school districts 
particularly small rural schools. 



In the State of Nevada, the Bureau of Indian Affairs followed a program of 
contracting with local school districts for the education of Indian children 
until 1 947 . At that time it was deemed advisable and advantageous to place 
the program on a State level with the State Department of Education. Under 
this procedure, a position of State Director of Indian Education was 
established In the Department of Education and under the . jur i sd ict ion of the 
State Board of Education, and charged with the responsibility for further 
integration of Indian children into the public school program. 



In the mid 1940's, the State of Nevada, with the cooperation of the Nevada 
Indian Agency, instituted a program of integration, namely, that of convert- 
ing Bureau-operated day school s to publ ic school s . Following the action taken 

on the Duck Valley Reservation in 1930, when the Indian people through their 
Tribal Council petitioned the State of Nevada and the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
to allow their chi ldren to attend public schools, little or no effort was 
expended toward conversion of day schools until 1945 when the Indian residents 
of the Walker River Reservation petitioned for the consol idation of their 
three-teacher day school with the one-teacher public school located at t e 
edge of town . 



Indian parents or. the Pyramid Lake Reservation, the following year, petitioned 
for arrangements to enable their children of high school age to attend the 
Fernley School, twenty miles distant.? The successful operation of. this 
venture prompted the parents to request extension to^ seventh and eighth 
grade students the foil owing year. Withi n another. year , the same group 
pet i t i oned for the establ i shment of a publ I c school on the Reservation to 
nepisc£ i-heF'daV ^ schools ? An ihteres t ing aspect in connect ion wi t^ t^ 
of. the Pyramid Lake Pa iute Indians for a public schools was the stipulation 
that it operate only through the first six grades, and that arrangements be 
continued for the education of seventh and eighth grade students at Fernley. 
The Indian parents were unan imous i n thei r reasoning that in order to secure 
the best education possible, it was imperative for their children to have, 
the earl Test p fact i cable opportunity to attend the school where they wou 
constitute a minority of the total student body. For this reason, attendance 
-ut i i chAd h i dh school a shorter d i stance -from home 



was considered to be a paramount factor. 



Following the lead of earlier tribal groups, the remaining Indian 
reservation communities petitioned for establ i shment of publ ic school s 
to replace the Bureau-operated day schools. Consolidation with nearby 
schools was followed wherever possible, and where this opportunity did 
not exist, public school districts were established. In some cases 
transportation to nearby school districts was I nst I tuted, Johnson* 

O'Malley State Contract Funds were used to eliminate any added cost to 
the school districts incidental to the education of Indian children, 
particularly those residing with their parents on tax-exempt trusty 
lands. Grants were made for general support purposes, transportation aid 
and the operation of school lunch programs* 

The final day school, located on the Fort McDermitt Reservation, closed its 
doors at the end of the 1955-1956 school year. On the morning of September H, 
1956, 87 Paiute children, ranging In grades from one through ten, boarded 
two new school buses for the eight-mile trip to their new school in the 
town of McDermitt. Here, for the first time in their lives, most of the 
children would be attending a school with non- Indians. By the end of the 
first month the number of reservation children had increased to 105, out 
of a total enrollment of 156, 



Today, only one Federally-operated school facility exists In Nevada-- 
Stewart Indian School, located three miles south of Carson City. This 
school has an enrol Iment area covering five states. 



At present the Johnson-0 ' Mail ey funds in the State are used exclusively for 
support of school lunch and special programs. Funds are allocated primarily 
to attendance areas within school districts through the Federal Relations 
and Programs Branch of the State Department of Education. 



Eligibility for grants are based on the following: 

a. Criteria established in the State Plan 

b. Establishment of heed for support of the school lunch program 

c . Establishment of need for remed ial, innovative and supple- 
mental programs to enhance the education of the 4jndjja_n^;^r; T . r ' 
students (after all other sources of funding have been 
exhausted) . 



Current Conditions and Trends. In general the enrollment of&lndian^ch! 1 dren 
in the public schools of Nevada has shown a continuing increase each year. 



The Average Daily Attendance has also improved 'yearly and the number of 
high school graduates has shown a corresponding increase. 



The number of Indian children who go on to post high school train ing both 
academic and vocational is most rewarding.

To ensure that the State provides education for all Indian children 
residing in the State of Nevada, except those enrolled in Federal 
Schools, under the same terms and conditions as for all other citizens

To ensure that the State secures regular attendance of Indian children 
in public schools In accordance with the laws of the State and 
regulations promulgated by the Secretary of the Interior, 

To ensure that the State allots to schools enrolling eligible Indian 
children all funds and aids to which public schools of the State are

To provide every opportunity to Indian children in the State, that will 
enable them to achieve their potential as citizens with the 
necessary skills for a successful life subject to the individuals' 
desire to take advantage of these opportunities.

MOAPA SUMMER EDUCATIONAL-RECREATIONAL PROGRAM 
Clark county School District 



Some thirty Paiute Indian children on the Moapa Indian Reservation, 
attended a special six-week summer educat Iona 1 *cu Itural ^raoreat ional 
program* They were taught the h i s tory-o 1 d traditions of their tribe, 
and provided them with the essential social and sporting activities. 

The classes this summer were a followup to the classes held last summer 
by Dr* Thomas Cassese at the University of Nevada, Las Vegas, and the 
seven month tutorial program d I rected by Mrs* Darcy Livingston at the 
Learning Foundations* 

The uniqueness of the program this summer lies in the fact that the cultural 
and recreational phases of the curriculum was administered by the Moapa 
Business Council . The program was funded with John son- 0 1 Ma i 1 ey monies and 
was subcontracted by the Clark County School District* 

During the mornings the children went to school in nearby Overton, where 
they received special academic training in reading and mathematics under 
the tutelage of head instructor A1 len Lewis* Hr, Lewis was assisted by 
Pat Evans of Overton and Cynthia Lomadafkie, a Hop i Indian from Tuba City, 
Arizona, as well as six teacher aides from the local community who were 
parents of students, thus parental involvement occurred. 

The program objectives were to increase student reading comprehension skills; 
to i n crease,. student read i ng vocabu 1 ary ski 1 1 s ; and to i ncrease student 
arithmetic skills* 



Instructional activities were held four hours daily* Elementary students 
were assigned to two c lass rooms and secondary students to one, all ow i ng a 
teacher-pupil ratio of about . 1 :6 * The reading and ar 1 1 hmet i c act i v 1 1 i es 
were designed to meet the needs of each student and utilized a language 
experiences approach as. much as possible. Three f ield trips supplemented 
c l as s room act i v 1 1 1 es 



All students were pre-tested the first week of the program and post-tested 
the final week of the program. Parental opinions were sought by use of a 
locally devel oped quest ionna i re and by sol ic it ing their verbal responses.

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SUMMER READING PROGRAM FOR PRIMARY INDIAN STUDENTS 
YERINGTON ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
LYON COUNTY SCHOOL DISTRICT 



During the Spring school term, a study hall program was conducted to 
provide Indian students with an environment to assist them in completing 
school assigned learning tasks. 

While reviewing and evaluating the needs of the Indian students and the 
objectives of the study hall program with the Education Comm! ttea and the 
teachers, it became evident that a number of the students were having 
difficulty with basic read i ng skills. 

It was, therefore, proposed by the Tribal Education Committee and the teachers 
t hat a s umme r read i ng skills prog ram be prov ided for t he p r i ma ry Indian 
youngs te rs • The nat u re of this summer read ing skills program wou 1 d be to 
provide them with activities that wou 1 d keep them reading during the summer 
and hopefully build up their reading skills to at least their grade level. 

At a Ye ring ton Tribal Council Education Committee Meeting, a preliminary plan 
was est abl I shed to set up a summer reading program for Primary Johnson^O 1 Ma 1 ley 
Children and the following plans were established: 

To hoi d t he p rog ram for six weeks , to i nc 1 ude a A -week and a 2 -week sess 1 on, 

The teachers would be provided to work with the youngsters for one hour each 
morning on reading skills. The reading sessions began each morning at 3*00 
and each child was given as much Individual help as possible. The children 
we re bussed from t he Camp be 1 1 Ranch and the Ye r I ng ton Indian Col ony to the 
Yer ington Elementary School . \ 

The Summer Remedial Read I ng Program started very successful 1 y by good attendance 
of the students. The Education Committee fel t that this type of one to. one, 
teacher-pup i 1 relationship real 1 y helped the children. They found that they 
d id not learn easily in large groups , but comprehended quickly wl th Individual 
at tent i on . The field trips also proved very helpful in this program which 
gave the students on-the-spot knowledge of why and how things are done. The 
Program a! so helped by getting parents to meet the teachers and they discussed 
their child ren 1 s pa rt i c i pa t i on In the program. 




CHURCHILL COUNTY 

INDIAN PRE-SCHOOL SUMMER EDUCATION PROGRAM 



An Indian Pre-school Summer Education Program was designed to assist 
twenty-eight pre- k indargar ten Indian children* This eight-week program 
introduced a variety of new experiences to the new pre-kindergarten 
children. Among these new experiences were: singing children's songs 

and listening to nu rse ry rhyme s , as we 11 as brush and finger pain ting p 
cutting with scissors and coloring with crayons. 

Members of the Neighborhood Youth Corps assisted with the half-day sessions, 
as did three teacher-aides of Indian descent. Medical and dental examinations 
at the public health service facility at Schurz concluded the program. 

Highlights of the Johnson-0 ' Ma 1 I ey sessions included daily swimming at the 
city pool , trips to the State Capitol and State Museum In Carson City and 
trips to Lake Tahoe and the famed Pondarosa Ranch. In Fallon the children 
we re guests of t ou rs at the Fa lion Naval Auxiliary Air Stati on , Fort Church 11 1 > 
the Safeway Store and the John Aehurra Ranch. 

The children hosted their parents at a gathering on Wednesday night at the 
Oats Park School at which time they presented a short program and displayed 
their classroom work* C ha s * H. Poehlman, State Consultant of the Johnson- 
0 1 Ma 1 1 ey p rog ram and Eva 1 ua tor W I 111 am Aren sdo r f attended a wh i t e table 
cloth 11 breakfast sponsored for the youngsters by the Fallon Nugget on one

Transportation to and from Kindergarten was provided throughout the school 
year by the Churchill County School District with one-way transportation 
funded by the John son-0 1 Ma 1 1 ey program.

DISTRIBUTION OF JOHNSQN-G ' HALLEY STATE CONTRACT FUNDS 



PART A 

The purpose of this Plan is to provide the basis and details for an 
agreement between the Bureau of Indian Affairs and the State of Nevada 
(the State as represented by the State Board of Education). 

This agreement is based on the following major considerations: 

1. The long-standing Federal Indian policy to develop public school 
opportunities for Indian children on the same basis as other 
children in the State. 

2. Indian children now attend local public schools, except for 
those who attend Federal boarding schools. 

3. Schools with large Indian enrollments from tax-exempt land areas 
of the districts are penalized in the financial ability to 
develop adequate programs for all children in the district without 
supplemental Johnson-0 1 Ma 1 1 ey help, despite the State minimum 
guaranteed program, 

4. Public Law #874 funds have reduced the need for additional Johnson 
O'Mai ley subsidy for normal maintenance and operation funds of 
schools, but has not eliminated the need entirely. 

5. Johnson-0 1 Mai 1 ey funds do not duplicate Public Law #874 funds, 
but do supplement Public Law #8/4 funds on the basis of these 
unusual circumstances. 

6- The need for school districts for suppl amenta 1 Johnson-0 1 Mai ley 
funds to provide special services to Indian children, such as 
lunches, extra books and supplies, fees and other services that 
are not furnished by the district to all children, but are costs 
that are normally paid by the parent* Interim provision makes 
it possible for the districts to meet such costs for the present 
indigent Indian children, and at the same time to shift this 
responsibility to Indian parents as rapidly as they are able to 
.assume same. 

7, The need for limited funds available to the State to meet the 
truly exceptional and extraordinary costs that are known to exist 
In providing educational services to Nevada Indian children* 

8. The need for minimum assistance funds to develop special needed 
programs In local schools with large Indian enrollments to 
promote their orderly adjustment in public schools. 



The State, acting through the State Board of Education* and the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, agrees: 

1. To provide education for all Indian children residing in the 
State of Nevada, except those enrolled in Federal schools, under 

the same terms and conditions as for all other citizens of the State, 

2. To secure regular attendance of Indian children in public schools 

in accordance with the laws of the State and regulations promulgated 
by the Secretary of the Interior* 

3 . To allot to schools enrolling eligible Indian children all funds 
and aids to which public schools of the State are legally entitled. 

To submit to the Bureau all estimates, operational budgets, and 
Such other reports as may be requested. 

5* To allocate funds provided under this Plan only to school districts 
that : 

(a) have eligible Indian children attending schools* 

(b) maintain standards of educational service equivalent to those 
required by the State, 

(c) levy taxes at a rate not less than the average of all 

school districts in the State, unless prevented from doing so 
by constitutional limitation, and 

(d) meet the special service needs and special program needs of 
Indian children to the maximum limit the funds will provide. 

(e) Provide evidence of consultation and approval of program by 
Indian representatives. 

6. To allocate funds for the administration of this program as may be 
required to carry out these provisions adequately. 

It Is mutually understood that this Plan can be changed, altered, modified, 
amended or abrogated in whole or part by written mutual consent of the parties 
thereto * 

It is mutually understood that any new Federal or State legislation that materially 
decreases or increases aid to school districts educating eligible Indian children 
would be cause to review and adjust the amount of funds provided under this Plan 
upward or downward as necessary. 
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PART B 



Criteria governing eligibility of school districts for Indian education fund 
grants : 

1 . School districts which enroll Indian children who reside with 
parents or guardians on tax-exempt lands (Indian reservations or 
colony settlements) are eligible for grants- i n-a id from the Indian 
Education Funds. (The above definition specifically excludes 
children of Civil Service employees of the Bureau of Indian Affairs). 

2 . The attendance of Indian children will be localized within the county 
district to those schools or attendance areas where the number of 
Indian children enrolled who meet the requirements stated above 
constitute a substantial percentage of the total enrollment in said 
school , 

3 . The Indian children enrolled, by reason of numerical ratio to total 
school enrollment; and by their residence on tax-exempt lands, the 
existence of which constitutes a burden on the school district; 

must present problems from the point of view of education and integra- 
tion into the public school program, which require special attention 
or arrangements to Insure regular and satisfactory attendance. 

4. The school district must levy taxes for educational support (maintenance 
and operation) in accordance with established requirements of the 
State of Nevada governing financial aid to school districts, and at a 
rate not less than the average for all the school districts in the State, 
subject, however, to the overall constitutional limitation for maxi - 

mum tax purposes, or unless administratively excepted by joint agree- 
ment between the State of Nevada and the Area Director, Bureau of 
Indian Af f a I rs . 

5 . Sn any situation where it is deemed advantageous educationally to 
secure the enrollment of Indian children in a school or attendance 
area outside their own district, all such arrangements shall be made by 
and through the office of the superintendent of the local school district. 
Any Indian Education Fund payments made on the basis of such arrangement 
shall be paid to the home school district, which in turn, will contract 
with the enrolling district for the education of said children, 

6 . All school districts which enroll Indian students who meet the require^ 
ments for eligibility shall receive all funds and aids to which 
other public school districts in the State are entitled, 

7. School districts and attendance area schools enrolling eligible Indian 
children shall secure regular attendance of these pupils in accordance 
with the laws of the State of Nevada, 
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PART C 



Procedure for determi na t i on of Indian Education Funds grants. 

1. Formal contractual agreements shall be executed by the Indian Education 
Division and the eligible County School Districts covering grants-m 
aid. 

2 Payments will be made from the Indian Education Fund to eligible 

school districts when it is determined there is a need for special 
services to Indian children, and after all other sources of revenue 
have been carefully considered and applied as necessary.
